Club root, black root, wilt and black 
leg are the four principal cabbage dis- 
' cases. 
The flrst is delected when tne 
root or stem swells and decays. 
The 
leaves turn yellow, then brown, anr 
with the last stage they turn black am. 
decay. 
With wilt the cabbage leave: 
turn J'ellow and brown and then drop 
The plants attacked by black leg taKC 
on a purplish hue, the disease first at- 
tacking the stems and leaves.

If 
not tho same, a cut can be made in 
the flywheel to bring it to correct 
angle for clutch. 
Making the leather 


thicker at one edge and thinner at 
he other would not be satisfactory, 
as one thickness would yield and the 
thin part would carry all the strain, 
causing it to wear rapidly.
